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TUo Chronology and History of Ancient 
Icdta is unsettled and a true Chronology and 
history of tlie same has yet to he explored. 
Tills unsettled BtaLo is mainly duo to Llio 
mistaken ideDtifiatum of Chandrsgu.pt a„ the 
founder of the Mauryan Dynasty, with that 
of Bandr&ootiua and Sandrocyptus of tbe 
Greek Classical writers of Alexander's in- 
vasion. With thin mistaken identification 
or theory tins date of his necessioti to the 
throne of Magodha is placed in 322 B. C. 

The Chronology of the Hindus has as 
its cardinal point the Mabahhamta War. A 
correct determination of the exact period 
of the Great War would clear np several 
points in ancient Indian History which fire 
now obscure. Its importance has been re- 
cognised by all Orientalist!;. They hive 
however caet aaide tho evidence furnished 
by the Maliabharaia itself as to the dote or 
the War and the consistent affirmation of 
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the same in every indent book of the Hindus 
and the thus honored Hindu tradition in 
OunscmancG thei-cwith and have attempted 
to Bab&titufce othrr dates for the great War 
on groundf; which on clwe examination would 
be found to be fanciful and unsubstantialed.

Albcruni, the well known Mbhimanadan

Professor MaMimller bus attempted 
to refute the same bat without success and' 
it may be said that Mr. Troyeris objections- 
do still remain uniLDawercd, Mr, Coopinh, 
the author of the Ancient History of India, 
wait the first (o point out this mistaken 
identification and to fiiiggcfit that Bandra- 
eottuji [nenticui^ by the Grepciun historians 
must be one of the Ohand ra-guptaS of the 
Gupta Dynasty. *

Mabapadma Ns,nda and the cotmLieiieeitien,t 
of the Andrit Dynasty as si nt were ihe inter- 
val of time between the coronation of Jfaha 
Padnna Na-nda and the end of the Andlira 
Dynasty and any it was 83ft yeam, To snake 
up this figm-e they ro;ul the total figures 
aligning 100 years to the Narnia Dynasty, 
137 years to the Maury an Dynasty, 113 year*i 
for ftungaa, 45 yeara to Kauvas and 4-50 years 
to the Andhra Dynasty. The total number 
of years given by these Oriental] st& to the 
rtihi of these four Dynasties that ruled at 
Mugmlha before L ho camnjenecincDt of the 
Andhra Dynasty is $04, while the Purauas and 
tlifi aneient Hindu literature give it as it is 
inure tlmi SQO years.

Agrii is mild 
to be the presiding deity ever the conytslktiori 
of Krittika, Krjttifca is., tharefore, considered 
to be the most auspicious and is consequently 
gi ven (he first place amongst alt Nakshatraei 
for tin: commencement of such Vajanams or 
Other religions TCarmas and for giving the 
H&eriflcal offerings to Agni ■ for, it is said that, 
iE offerings are given in KritEika, Agni, who 
presides over that constellation directly n- 
ceives and k pleased with sucEi ofierirtfi*, It 
is for this reason that the Krittikas fWft 
given ike first pisjee amongst all Naskatnis in 
all saoriiicial rites and not because Krittika 
was eoiiBidfirsd as the first amongst all 
JJakHhnir&H for astronomical calculations in 
those ancient times when the Vedas were com- 
piled, nor even because the Vernal Equities 
had taken plico when the Sun was in HrittiLka 
when they ■ws-rc compiled. Mr. Ti’ak has aide 
pointed out that when some portions of the 
Vedas were written thfl Vernal Equinox 
appears to have occured when the Won w&e in 
Mrigafiii'ft or Pjnarvnsn ; for, these were

years. The Aucicnt Indian astronomical works 
give the beginning of Lhc eteftfcicm of the world 
about 195 crones of years ago and aovem.1 
such cycles of 25,930 years have elapsed from 
the beginning of the creation, The Hindu 
Literature says that theiw vciierjtblc eagos 
Vcdftvyasa and l^Tasaia were ub 3«u?t living 
from thn login ning of ft io presen b Mahay uga 
whir.ii nL£‘:-UTdmg to 'ho T 5 j ■ =(1 li astronomic*:

■Groat War, It is said bo died in the Lunar 
month of Magba and in the bright fortnight — 
feukb Paksha — when according to bis caJeu- 
lationE thret fourths of th& Said month still 
remained inspired. This shows that a fourth 
part of the month (i. c, 74 Tithis) was over by 
the time, of his death, This statement clearly 
makes ns understand that by the lime of 
Bbishmn-^ doatb tha Crftt taven Tithis and half 
of the eighth Titht in the bright half of the 
lunar Month oE M&gha expired* That is Uwgba 
feukla Aotami was passing and ibav hall of 
AsbUiini still remained. 

It is alee- tlisLinetly said in tbo MaW 
hbarata that Blii&brna breathed hi& last on 
ilagha Sukla Ashtami in Uohini Kakthatriim 
when the mm nuudied the Meridian L $. at 
midday. * It is dear from these btabcqjsnte 
wc hud in Sasiti Parva and AtiiLsas^na Psrva, 
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Bhi&hma bad waited for 68 nightis after bin 
fall for thaoomnienoenient of Httarayaoia and 
that on Jlagha Sakla A a tarn i in the constel- 
lation of Hohini just at midday,, oast off hie 
body. Here wo arc thus definitely sold dis- 
tinctly given the date on which Utlarayana 
commented immediately after the MaJiabitantta 
’War and that Uttarayana in that year com- 
menced on Uagha Knkla Saptami. 

Jla^ha Sulda Saptami ik noted as an 
important day hy the- Hindus and it called 
liitba-Kuptafni, i, C, tliC Seventh day on which 
tlw clutriut of the »un turned so as- to move 
northwards; and tin": nev L Jay after that is called 
Bhishlnil Astsoni, the day cm which Bhisma 
died and they are m used even to this day. 

It is already shown that Bhishma died on 
the noon of the fi£Sth day after the commence- 
ment of the War and wo Lcam that he died on 
Magbft Sukla Astami. So the DSth day after 
the beginning oi the War is? Magba Sukhi 
Astamii PuHhya and MarjiaBira, the two Lunar 
months prior to Magha cannot in any year 
contain more than MJ days. Eighth Jay En 
Manila wae passing, Hence it is clear that this 
Great Wat commenced on the Ja&t Jat« of the 
lunar Month Kartikam L & on the Aina- 
vasya day of Kartikam.

Now from this internal astronomical cvi“ 
deuce as detailed in thin Great Epic, relating 
to tbe death of Eliishma and the commence- 
meat of Ottaray.fi nn or Winter BoEuntiioe im- 
mediately after the War, let m try to find out 
wliat the o^acE date o£ this eweni is. 

We tavo Eoamt that after Lhe sun eoren 
meneod hie Northwards journey BbiBbma died 
at noon (i, e, mi id-day ) on llagha sukla, Astami 
when the Moon w»r if; the constellation of 
Itohini. The day and night on that day were 
of equal duration. So the time when Bhialima 
breathed his last wa« 15 Gliatikaa after sunrise 
on Astami. Mr. Narayana Sift* try who has 
thoroughly examined this question in liis 'Age 
of Sankara' proves tlial. according to cateulni-iortH 
Eohini on that day should have ended at about 
32 Gbatikaa after sun rise. So the Moon was 
in Rohitil for 17 Ghatikas after Bhlehmo/s 
death. Or in othcrimnlg l)lo Moon entered into 
Echini 44 Ghati k;us before Bhialnun’s lL-jjl LJ l-
